The Present 


Concerns Us 


‘“‘Man wants but little here below nor 
wants that little long.” 

Could you stand living eight times as 
well as you are_today? 

Certainly some segments of the Unit- 
ed States’ population would appreciate 
an 800 per cent increase in the con- 
veniences and comforts of living. All 
of us think we could take at least a few 
more of the good things here below. 
(Right now, for example, the breeze 
from eight more fans would be wel- 
come.) 

Not that you'll get the chance of an 
eightfold increase in your living stand- 
ard. But your great-grandchildren may, 
according to a pretty picture painted by 
a Brookings Institution report. 

The Brookings Institution is an or- 
ganization for research in the economic 
field. 

In a publication, “America’s Wealth,” 
Dr. Harold G. Moulton, Brookings di- 
rector, says that in 2050 the United 
States might be able to support twice 
its present population with a standard 
of living eight times higher than that of 
1952. 

That estimate is reached by survey- 
ing our potential producing capacity as 
governed by natural resources and scien- 
tific developments. 

But wait, don’t get overly optimistic- 
about the blessings in store for posterity. 

There is a big “if”? in the Moulton 
thesis. His better things for better liv- 
ing for more people is predicated on 
there not being a world war. There 
won't be eight times as many electric 
fans in 2050 if we keep on shooting up 
steel at 25 pounds every mortar crack. 

As fine as Dr. Moulton makes the 
future sound, we can’t hear a word he 
says for the echo from stories on the 
front page of this week’s papers—Arms 
Flow Short as Steel Stock Fades, Price 
Index Near Peak as Food, Rents Jump. 

Not enough steel for those mortars in 
Korea. Food and rent up here at home. 
The cost of living 89 per cent more than 
it was in 1939. 

Yes, it’s nice to read that in 2050 our 
descendants may have eight times as 
much to spend for food and nutrition, 
16 times as much for shelter and main- 
tenance, 20 times as much for clothing 
and personal care, 30 times as much for 
health and education and 33 times as 
much for travel and recreation. 

What worries us is that we are 
spending twice as much as we were 15 
years ago and not getting any more than 
we were then. 

So we have filed the story on the 
Moulton Brookings Institution report. 
Our grandchildren and our great-grand- 
children can read the faded clipping a 
hundred years hence, then look around 
and see if the eminent economist missed 
the mark. 

We'll let 2050 take care of itself. 
What we want to know on this first day 
of summer is—can we expect peace and 
comfort and a fair-priced steak any time 
within this year?

Toll Road Project 
Postponed, Not Killed 


The proposed turnpike to the Ten- 
nessee line near Chattanooga has been 
tabled because a traffic survey indicates 
that a toll road would not pay for itself. 

Although we have sponsored the toll 
road project, we bow to the judgment of 
the Georgia Turnpike Authority which 
has ordered the suspension of all work 
on the project. 

However, we feel that the study 
made on the subject has not been 
wasted. The groundwork has been laid 
for resumption of the project when the 
traffic justifies it. 

We admit being puzzled by the traf- 

fic count. The road is an almost bumper- 


to-bumper affair. But if the count IS 
off, then we need a better road to bring 
tourists back. They have quit us for 
routes in other states because our route 
isn’t good enough. 

The fact remains that U. S. Highway 
41 follows a tortuous course through 
Georgia into Tennessee. The Highway 
department should spare no effort in im- 
proving it in the interest of safety and 
convenience.

Medical History 
Is Made in Arkansas 


Time indeed marches on, bringing 
change. This week saw the graduation 
of a woman doctor from the University 
of Arkansas Medical College. She will 
intern at the University hospital. Her 
name is Mrs. Edith Irby Jones. 

She makes news because she is the 
first Negro ever to attend this South- 
ern state university. She was admitted 
in 1948, placing 28th in a group of 230 
Arkansas residents who took the pre- 
entrance examinations. 

“My treatment was fine,” she said. 
“T decided to become a doctor because I 
thought I could do more in that profes- 
sion as one person to help my race.” 

She will remain in Arkansas as a 
children’s doctor. Dr. Jones was an 
average student, ranking 46th in a sen- 
ior class of 79. 

Having broken down segregation by 
the fact of her entrance in the school, 
she did not push it. As a pioneer, she 
tried to make the fact of her admission 
into the school something on which to 
build. Therefore, she made no issue of 
the cafeteria. Each day she brought her 
own lunch, eating it with fellow stu- 
dents who also brought their own. 

This woman who has made a new 
chapter in Southern educational history, 


-was schooled at Knoxville, Tenn., and at 


Northwestern University before enter- 
ing the medical school. One Negro has 
been admitted each year since the board 
changed its policy to admit Mrs. Jones 
in 1948.

Sen. George Sees 
Boost for Russell 


WASHINGTON—Senator Walter F. George 
sees the presidential candidacy of Senator 
Richard B. Russell aided by the bad beat- 
ing Tennessee’s Senator Estes Kefauver took 
in the District of Columbia preferential pri- 
mary here this week. 

In a contest over Democratic conven- 
tion delegates from the capital area, the 
onesie man of coonskin cap fame suf- 

ss fered his second and worst 
upset of the campaign, 
now nearing a close. He 
was defeated by a ratio 
of approximately four to 
one by Averell Harriman, 
Mutual Security Admin- 
istrator, who has been 
put forth as a candidate 
for the party nomination 


by the powerful New York . 


Democratic organization. 

The final vote cast in the 
District of Columbia primary was 14,075 for 
Harriman to 3,377 for Kefauver. 


“Tf Senator Kefauver could not do better 
in the Washington area, with its cosmopoli- 
tan population and large group of govern- 
ment workers, it indicates that his candi- 
dacy is slipping,’’ the Georgia senator said. 


‘By the same token,’’ he added, ‘I look 
on the Kefauver upset as aiding the candi- 
dacy of Senator Russell. He is shown to be 
the South’s strongest candidate.’’ 

Now tkat the various preferential pri- 
maries are all_over, Senator George said, 
the contests in which Kefauver had engaged 
would bear closer analysis. He made the 
point that of 16 such contests in which the 
Tennessee senator has participated he has 
faced individual opposition in only four—New 
Hampshire, Nebraska, Florida and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. All the others, he pointed 
out, were contests where uninstructed slates 
of delegates were offered against him. 


“In New Hampshire,’ said Senator 
George, ‘‘President Truman was put up as 
a candidate against Kefauver, although the 
President made no campaign and had not 
announced whether he intended to run. Ke- 
fauver won against that sort of negative op- 
position. He won out in Nebraska in his con- 
test with Sen. Robert Kerr of Oklahoma, al- 
though he lost most of the delegates. 

‘‘Then came the Florida primary, where 
Senator Russell beat him by 80,000 votes. 
And now comes the District of Columbia, 
with Harriman winning over him by a wide 
margin. I think the Kefauver candidacy has 
been greatly deflated by the local returns.’’ 


Senator George says he sees no pros- 
pects whatever for the Tennessee senator 
to win the party nomination in the face of 
the defeats he has suffered where tangible 
individual opposition was put up against him. 
Senator Russell’s chances should improve 
accordingly, he declares. 

Rep. Paul Brown of Elberton sees another 
significant development in the District of 
Columbia primary. One of the collateral 
questions in the contest was whether the Dis- 
trict, which has no vote, should be given 
local self-government, with the right to elect 
its own Officials.

Pulse of the Public 


Diversion of Gasoline Tax Revenues 
Blamed for Condition of State Roads 


Atlanta—M. L. St. John seems to have 
made an honest effort at evaluating the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which 
would prevent diversion of highway tax 
funds to purposes other than construction 
and maintenance of Georgia’s highways, but 
his analysis omits some important facts and 
arrives, we believe, at an erroneous con- 
clusion. 

We must face the highway needs of 1952, 
not the needs of 1927, when motor vehicle 
traffic was so small that it was no doubt a 
sound policy to earmark part of our high- 
way funds for aid to schools. To illustrate 
how the highway problem has grown, as late 
as 1940 there were only 30,000,000 motor ve- 
hicles in the United States, whereas today 
there are 52,000,000 attempting to travel over 
practically the same highways. 

Mr. St. John states that at present the 
Legislature is appropriating $47,000,000 to 
roads and the governor has ‘“‘put up on addi- 
tional $9,000,000 to make the total $56,000,- 
000."". He concludes that ‘‘Georgia’s roads 
need more money, not less.”’ 

In this latter statement, he is absolutely 
correct, as any motorist can testify. His 
figures, however, are misleading. In 1950, 
the state diverted $22,302,000 out of total 
highway user revenues of $57,143,000, and 
since 1924 Georgia has diverted to other uses 
$125,000,000 of highway user revenues. 

Ideally, increased highway revenue should 
accompany increased traffic and its result- 
ant increase in gasoline tax revenue and 
registration fees, giving the State Highway 
Department more money with which to work 
as the traffic volume increases. Except for 
diversion of funds, this natural formula 
would work. At present, the Highway de- 
partment cannot plan highways even two 
years ahead of time because of the threat 
of expected funds being diverted to other 
uses. The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment offers the people of Georgia a guar- 
anteed long-range program of construction 
and maintenance.

In State’s School Building Program 


Georgia today is on its way to revolu- 
tionizing its physical school system. School 
men and architects have their heads together 
planning a construction program which is 
staggering in its vastness. Even in this era 
of heavy government spending, the financial 
scope of Georgia’s chartered academic fu- 
ture is breathtaking. Within the next 20 
years at least $200,000,000 will be spent for 
better classrooms, better lunchrooms, better 
busses—in short, better training for our 
young, and, in turn, a greater state. 

This $200,000,000 isn’t something merely 
dreamed about; they’re putting it down on 
paper. And within a com-

ing school construction. 
float the building bonds, 
will rent from the authority, the payments 
going toward retirement of the bonds. It is 
that simple. The state allots construction 
money to the systems yearly, on the basis 
of the number of teachers in the system. 
The allotment rate now is figured roughly 
at $420 per teacher. 

Thi. system of renting from the authority 
really is a variety of having one’s cake and 
eating it too. For many counties, years and 
years would be required to put into existence 
the new buildings which will come now in a 
matter of .months. 

Here is an example of what we’re talk- 
ing about: 

One of the state’s less wealthy counties 
has a property valuation tax list of less than 
$2,000,000. Under the state Constitution, only 
7 per cent of that amount may be used each 
20 years for school bonding purposes. That 
means the county could erect less than $140,- 
000 in schools each 20 years. This particular 
county has a school building program of 
slightly less than $800,000 approved. That 
means the county is cramming into the next 
few months construction which would re- 
quire 100 years to accomplish under its own 
system of financing. 

Truly, this is amazing. 

Projects approved thus far encompass 26 
school systems—276 projects in all. These 
projects will provide 1,175 classrooms for 
white students and 880 classrooms for Negro 
students. More than 170 lunchrooms will be 
built, 117 in white schools and 55 in Negro 
schools. 

-This building program has just started, 
but. the outlines of its greatness are clearly 


discernible,

At one church where I was pastor, I had 
an old Negro janitor who was quite a phi- 
losopher. He told me that he planned to 
publish an almanac.

He did 
not expect to sell many almanacs, but if by 
some freak of weather it did happen to snow 
in July, he reasoned that he would sell a lot

“Therefore the Lord himself shall give 
you a sign: Behold a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son.’’—(Isaiah 7:14.) Matthew 
says: ‘‘The Angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son 
of David, fear not to take unto thee Mary 
thy wife: for that which is conceived in her 
is of the Holy Ghost.’’—(1:20.) 


Again Matthew says, ‘‘When he arose, he 
took the young child and his mother by 
night, and departed into Egypt... that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet, saying, Out of Egypt 
have I called my son,.’’—(2:14, 15.) (See 
Hosea 11:1.) 


Sixty-five times does Matthew show that 
Jesus fulfilled the prophecies concerning the 
coming Messiah. Yet, instead of recogniz- 
ing Him, the mob shouted, ‘‘Crucify Him.” 
As one reads Matthew carefully and prayer- 
fully, with an open mind and a sincere heart, 
the book will reveal the most blessed truth 
the world has ever known, that Jesus is the 
Saviour of men.

All I know about bees is from an ancient 
phonograph record, ‘“‘Uncle Josh and the 
Honey Bees.’’ Remember the Edison disks 
about a quarter of an inch thick? 

The Herb Shriner of an earlier day, nar- 
rator on this ancient bees’ waxwork, said 
he had his honey bugs so well in hand they 
came to him to be petted. He soothed them 
with music from a piece of paper and a 
comb, since they liked comb music best 
especially when it was from Beethoven. His 
fatal mistake was crossing his bees with 
lightning bugs so they could make honey at 
night and ‘‘the pore little critters jist worked 
their fool selves to death.”’ 

Mrs. Curtis says her bees won't stand 
for petting, but that they sense it when the 
hives are being robbed. They make the 
best of the situation by gorging themselves 
on honey while predatory man gets his.
